1, The above-mentioned persons met in General Erskine's 
office at 10:00 a.m., 5 September 1958 for a preliminary discussion 
on the subject of increased utilization af foreign manpower during 
the cotd war, 


2% General Erskine opened the mesting by reaffirming 
Deputy Secratary Quarles’ great interest in more rapid progress 
in the development of plans and programs with regard to the subject 
undex discussion. He stated that he bad no desire whatscever for the 
Department of Defense to encroach in any way on CIA's area of re- 
sponsibility and that he hoped that I would feel perfectly free to speak 
up if it appeared to me at any time that such appeared to he the case. 


3, A generai discussion ensued with all participating, which 
admittedly wandered around somewhat, but gradually firmed up into 
what appeared to be several courses of action,
